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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of Information Disclosure 
Statements, filed 1 December 2003 and 4 August 2004, which have 
been placed of record in the file. An initialed, signed and 
dated copy of each of the PTO-1449 forms is attached to this 
Office action. 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is 
not in the proper language and format for an abstract. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). Applicant is 
reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of 
the disclosure: 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally 
limited to a single paragraph on a separate sheet within the 
range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not 
exceed 150 words in length since the space provided .for the 
abstract on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. 
The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such 
as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should 
describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in 
deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent 
text for details.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 


U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly- 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing 
to conform with current U.S. practice. They appear to be a 
literal translation into English from a foreign document and are 
replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. The claims set 
forth the subject matter of the invention in a manner which 
fails to particular point out the structure of the invention. 
Additionally, numerous -elements and limitations recited in the 
dependent claims lack proper antecedent basis. The claims are 
so vague and indefinite that the examiner respectfully requests 
that applicant carefully review and revise all of the claims so 
that they may particular point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention, and so 
that the claims will comply with 35 U.S.C. 112, 2 nd paragraph. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. The reference 
listed on the attached form (PTO-892) is cited to show a 
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wrapping machine in which the tail is tucked. All are cited as 
being of interest and to show the state of the prior art .
